The Functions of the Cavalry, Infan- 
try and Artillery When They Go ‘nm 
to Action—Canadian Officer Disco: 
ers New Use For Cavairy.

Methods by Whish Aircraft Operate 
in War | 

The value of aircraft as a military | 
asset is having its first real test in| 
the Huropean war. Never before have | 
nations thoroughly equipped with veh | 
icles of the air made war on each | 
other, | 

Will the rival machines annihilate 
each other until not one is left? Will 
the swift little irench monoplanes | 
drive the huge German dirigibles from | 
the air? Of what actual benefit will 
the aerial forces be to the armies, 
where both sides are so equipped? 

Even in scouting, where the air is 
clear of rival machines, the aeroplane 
has its limitations, To keep out of 
rifle range the work must be done at) 
a height of not less than 2,000 feet. At | 
that height aviators have flown over; 
i regiment of soldiers, camped In} 

cloth tents, without noticing 
them. As the flier ascends elevations 
on the earth's surface disappear and 
persons become mere specks. The 
aeroplane can be seén .uther than 
the aviator can see with sufficient ac-} 
curacy for shooting. 

But the fast scouting machite has 
still another possibility—the destruc- 
tion of dirigibles. This may or may 
not mean the wrecking of the aero-! 
plane or the death of the pilot. Ved-} 


common to all aviators, said recently 
that he would drive his machine 
through one of the big Germ&n dirig- 
ibles and save himself by jumping 
from the aeroplane with a life pack 
just before it tore into the side of the 
big balloon, 

Joseph A, Steinmetz of Philadetphia, 
vice-president of the Aero Club of 
Pennsylvania, has invented an aircraft 
destroyer by means of which a fast 
scouting machine can blow.up the 
slow moving, armored aeroplane or 
dirigible. The device consists of a) 
Wire that dangles several hundred 
feet below the aeroplane with a bomb 
and several hooks fastened to the 
lower end. The aviator simply steers | 
his machine over the other machine, } 
catches the wire of the enemy's craft | 
and explodes the bomb by contact. 

This device has never been tested 
in actual warfare, but it presents a 
way in which the smallest aeroplane 
might destroy the largest dirigible | 
and still have an even chance of 
reaching the ground in safety, The 
wire is automatically freed from the 
aeroplane as soon as the bomb ex- 
plodes and the aeroplane is left free. 

In addition to the large number mal 


scouting machines, each of the Kuro- 
pean powers is evil equipped 1 
armoured aeroplanes, upon which 
rapid fire guns are mounted. Other 
machines are built especially for bomb 
dropping. 

It is highly probable that the dam- 
age possible from bomb dropping has | 
been over-estimated, The heaviest | 
Weight ever dropped trom an aero: | 
plane was 175 pounds, and the bomb) 
has a tendency to bury itself deep in| 
the ground and fire straight upwar:! 
instead of spreading. 

Bomb dropping is an effective way | 
of destroying bridges and is capable 
of creating disorder in almost any 
body of troops, because in the bomb 
dropping aeroplanes they see some- 
tuing against which they cannot de- 
fend themselves and they imagine 
that one bomb will anninilate a regt- 
ment.

This war is adding tremendously 
to the value of the wireless system 
of. telegraphy. Wires and ocean 
cables can be cut, but the air is still 
free, at least to telegraphers, who are 
able now to build generators capable 
of carrying messages Across the At- 
lantic, no small task since it takes 
800 horsepower force to make sound 
travel that far, 

The station of the Universal Radio 
Company is making Newcastle, N.B., 
a place to be talked about. Its seven 
towers are in full view from the 
railway station—in fact they are on a 
sixty acre lot of land adjoining the 
railway property. The highest tow- 
er, 500 feet, {s in the centre, built of 
steel, and it is surrounded by six 
towers of wood, each 300 feet high 
They make a striking appearance. 
The pewer house is of concrete blocks

The whole plant is complete and 
the finishing touches are being rush- 
ed night and day on a similar plant 
in ireland. Another is built in San 
Francisco. Already messages have 
been sent by wireless between the 
stations at Newcastle and San Fran- 
cisco, 3,250 miles.

called military railway—every line of railway communi- 
cation having been built with the single eye to the devel- 
opment of the natural resources of the two countries, and 
the mutual exchange of the products of peaceful industry. 

Fourth, that in spite of the fact that thie far-flung 
frontier was the eventual outcome of a fierce and bloody 
war, and that these two powerful nations have always been 
engaged in keen commercial rivalry, they have been 
qontent to leave their frontiers in this totally undefended 
Condition, and have lived as perfectly amicable neighbors 
for the paet one hundred years. 

Except for the slight customs house delay at the bor. 
der, there ie absolutely nothing that suggests to the travel- 
ler, be he British or American, that he has crossed the line 
which marks his traneit from his own to a foreign country. 

But let the American take ship to Europe and com- 
mence his travels of leisure and curiosity. Everywhere 
he finds the frontier lines emphasised by enormous forts, 
which are’ themselves interconnected by chaing of lesser 
redoubts and intrenchments, the whole work being insist- 
ent and obtrusive, and presenting a forbidding aspect of 
antagonism and defiance. Nowhere at the frontiers will 
he see the signe or hear the notes of welcome—everywhere 
his eye will catch the gliat of the bayonet, or his ear will 
note the call of the bugle and the tramp of armed men. 

Furthermore, a study of the railway map of Europe 
reveals the fact that other considerations than those of in- 
dustry and commerce have determined the direction and 
the grouping of the railroads of central and western Eur- 
ope. It is afact, well understood, even outside of the war 
colleges of Europe that military necessities have received 
the first consideration in the laying out of the railroad 
aysteme that have been built since the days of Bismark 
and the formation of the German empire. When railroads 
radiate by the score to the frontier of a so-called friendly 
state, and when for all purposes of commerce they seem to 
end there, thir meaning is plain. Taken together. with 
the frowning forts which sit astride their most important

The consequence is that the 
price of all imported goods has very 
materially increased, and will con- 
tinue to increase in proportion to the 
excess of the demand upon the supply, 
and we shall not be surprised to see 
the supply completely exhausted with- 
in a very short time, This fact is 
creating some concera in the minds 
of the public, who seem to believe 
that the merchant is# responsible for 
such an increase. 

We think it would be advisable for 
you to point out to your customers 
that in their purchases they should 
give preference to goods made in 
Canada, which would avold paying 
such high prices, and would help to 
keep the Canadian factories busy, 
thereby givimg employment to Can- 
adians who, at this particular time, 
are so much in need of earning as 
much as possible. 

To encourage home industries is a

Now, I want to say a word to you 
about the boot contract. These boots 
are to be worn by the Canadian sol- 
diers who go to war. A soldier's 
usefulness depends largely upon his 
ability to march. He cannot travel 
unless his feet are sound, and his 
feet can only be kept in good con- 
dition if his boots are right. The 
management will purchase the beat 
material possible to fill this contract. 
The superintendents will use the ut- 
most vigilance, but unless everyone 
of you makes it a personal matter, 
some of these boots may not be quite 
right. It is easy for a laster to leave 
a nail in the sole, which may lame 
@ man who wears the boot. The men 
who cut the soles might put in some 
weak shanks, in which case the sol- 
diers wearing those boots could not 
use a spade properly; and it might 
happen that on their being able to dig 
entrenchments their very lives would 
depend.

MAN OF QUIET HABITS AND 
MANY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Has Brought His Country to a Won- 
derful State of Prosperity Through 
dic Keen Insight and Executive 
Ability—Is Beloved by All Classes. 
Standing supremely unique among 

the figures who are making history in 

the great wars which will mark a new 
era for Europe, is Albert, king of the 

Helgians, newspaperman, expert en- 

gineer, lover of mankind and most 

democratic of all rulers.

But Liege surprised them, and Al- 
bert, King of Belgium, which- includes 
some sizable cities and is said to en- 
joy more prosperity yer capita’ than 
any other European country, was soon 
riding at the head of his army-of 200, 
000 men. While directing his valiant 
men he has found time to notify his 
representatives in this country 
the credit of Belgium is unimpaired

Europe, last haven of “the divine 
right of kings,” in the Occidental 
world, has long glared impotently at 
Albert, King of Belgium. His casual 
democracy, his undoubted business 
ability and his manner of dealing with 
the Socialists os that the Soctalists 
cursing most labor conditions, paused 
to praise their ruler,-has worried them 
almost tnto prostration, The fact re- 
mains that he has brought the coun- 
try to a wonderful state of prosperity 
and the state railroads, under jis di- 
rect eupervision, have become a little 
liore profitable than any in this coun 
try. 

There are few things: that this ac- 
complished king cannot do or hasn't 
done, He fights, rides, swims, shoots, 


and engages in aviation, engineering | 


and writing with equal facility, He 
was an ordinary newspaperman for a 
long time, carrying a police card, vis- 
iting police stations and doing what 
would be known here as “ship news.” 
As-a_ reporter, -it i6—said, he was-a 
“snappy” worker, who scored many 
beats and obtained timely pictures. 
Possibly his stay in America in 1898, 
when he little dreamed of being king, 
gave him the training necessary to set 
a new standard for quick newspaper 
work in Brussels‘and Antwerp. 

King Albert is more than six feet in 
height and has a fair complexion and 
golden hair. He is %9 years Old, is 
unusually devoted and has ‘three chij 
dren, He is the son of the deaf Duke 
of Flanders, and it was the mysterious 
death of his brother, the Prince of 
Baudoin, which made hi’ accession to 
the throne possible. 

In 1898 he came to America, and 
spent much time in New York, Wash- 
ington and the east, went west aad 
stayed for months in St. Paul, Minn, 
While there he studied about every 
conceivable industry in the country, 
On his return he wrote a book about 
America, which evidenced the fact 
that this idea of an ideal governmeat 
was the one his country. had adopted.

time, he saw things keenly and clear- 
ly, and being the only reporter who 
is now a king, he has developed a 
sense of humor which is said to be 
the dread of his prosaic cabinet min- 
isters and his enemies; none of whom 
ever acquired that trait to such a 
considerable extent.

in Western Canada has been very fay- 
orably commented on in Winnipeg’s 
banking and tinancial circles.

unproductive. agencies. In such’ a 
movement, the Regina board of trade 
is assured of the hearty and enthus- 
iastic co-operation of Winnipeg finan- 
cial business interests.

be able to annihilate any force that 
comes within their range. And she is 
ready to sacrifice any number of her 
own infantry merely to protect her 
guns from capture, to keep them in

This: is 
the.question that military experts the 
world over are asking as they watel 
the mighty forces hurled at each other 
along the Kranco-German frontiers, 
Both systems really dute back te the 
time of the great Napoleon, after havy- 
ing beén tried ont with Varying ‘Suc- 
cess in the Franco-Prussian war of 
1870 and in the Russo-Japanese war of 
11905.

~Although»theyewere not 
g for their fatherlan@ tha 
acks displayed all the quali 
ties necessary in a soldier, Since then 
they have been brought ¢loser to 
France. The policy of thé French gov- 
ernmont has been to impress the na 
tives in her colonies with the mag 
niileence and importance: of tha 
French naticn. It is only a few 
months ago that, in pursuance of this 
wise policy, the French war office 
brought séveral companies of Sene 
gambians to Paffs. Tt was saig that 
the-idea was to show thé citizens of 
France what magnificent specimens of 
manhood were to be found in—the 
French colonies. The real reason for 
the visit was to impress the native 
troops with the magnificence of 
France. _ _} ¥ 
Their appearanse excited a tremen- 
dous furore. They became society 
pets, were taken everywhere, shown 
everything, and honors were show- 
ered upon them. Naturally enough, 
when they went home they loudly 
sounded the praises of te Frenc' 
people, and are said to have aroused 
great enthusia.m among the entire 
native population. It is partly as a 
result of this enthusiasm that from 
Dahomey, Algeria, Senegambia, Mo 
roceo, French Guinea and the French 
Congo have come to the French war 
office requests from thousands and 
tens of thousands of natives who 
desire the privilege of going to Franca 
and repelling the German invader. 
Thinking, as most of ug do, of the 
incomparable extent of Titish colo- 
nial possessions, we lose sight-of the 
fact that in Afriea alone the French 
flag files over more than 30,000,000 
people. This is-a tremendous reser- 
voir, upon which: France may draw 
for years, should the war last that 
long. 
How many thousands of drilled 
black and yeilow troops. France could 
place in the field is not konwn. The 
army decree of December, “1900, “un- 
doubtedly contemplated the use of the 
native troops in Europe. By that 
order the French colonial army was 
reorganized, and while it was stated 


[that the organization was chiefly for 


the defence of the colonies, it waa 
provided that these troops might as 
called upon for service in any part of 
the world where French interests 
were at stake, When the French 
brought the Turcos and Sphasi to Eur- 


| ope in 1870, there was very general 
| eriticism of the act, based upon the 


grounds that there was something 
barbarous in the idea o1 pitting black 
men against whites. It was pointed 
out that the success of the blacks was 
a disaster to be guarded against even 
more than their failure. If they were 
taught that ther could defeat one 
race of white men, they might become 
seized of the idea that they could also 
defeat any other race, and might even 
turn . ainst France, 

This idea was put forward 
and again in the course of the war 
between Russia and Japan and we 
were told that the victory of the Japs 
had fired all Asiatics with a spirit of

militarism that boded ill for their 
European rulers. There is also the 
objection raised that -nearly—all the 


black and yellow troops that could 
be put in the field by France und Drit- 
ain” ares’ Mohaummedans and that @ 
permit them to slaughter Christians 
of cne race would be a mere incite- 
ment for them,to slaughter those of 
another nation. Britain, however, who 
probably knows more about the pro- 
blem of governing Mohammedans 
than all the, rest of the nations put 
together, has come to the conclusion 
that the kaiser is a more dangerous 
foe at.the present time than any Mahi- 
di, and will place some of her Indian 
army in the field. The Sikhs and the 
Ghoorkas have already proved thet 
valor and their devotion to the Brit- 
ill be tight 
ing side by side with the I’rench na- 
tives. After the problem constituted 
by the kaiser has been satisfactorily 
solved, it will be time to solve the 
problem created by the success of the 
Mohammedan ‘troops.—Toronto Mail 
and Empire,
